I  will  therefore  endeavor  to 
communicate  to  you  some  of  the  out- 
lines of  the  condition  of  the  course  of 
my  life  from  childhood  do^n  to  the 
present.

S.  Baptiits 
by  not  haviog  any  aysoclation  jor  con- 
acction  \?ith  them  since  I  left  Eockey 
Moant,  and  imagining  that  cne  church 
vfould  bo  about  as  coEamodious  for  ma  as 
another  any  how  and  thinking  that  per- 
haps hj  joiniftg  the  church,  I  should 
dcri'^e  Bona*  consolation  aad  delivorance 
of  ray  aSiction. 

Oa  the  second  Subbath  In  October, 
18Gi,  I  offered  myself  te  Ih©  PVeo  Will 
Baptist  church  and  was  roceived4  Bitt 
vhen  I  united  with  this  church  I  had 
not  one  particle  of  faith  tn  Freewillum 
or  self-rigbt^ouaness;  for  I  w*9  finally  con- 
vinced in  this  tinje  that  I  was  a  poor 
tndonfi  and  lost  ainnoy,  vfichout  the  aid 
of  Almighty  God  oar  heavenly  Fathsr 
through  Jesua  Christ  our  blessed  Re- 
deemer, I  should  bo  lost  forever. 
I  joined  .the  Free  Will  Baptist  ohurch, 
but  Oh  I  IxQW  frustrated  a&d  deliidod  I 
waa  by  this  pollution.  But,  for  awhile 
after  my  union  with  tJbia  church,  I  waa 
considerably  cont6nfc<^.  It  seemed  that 
some  of  my  tribulations  w«re  absiracted 
from  me,  and  I  wa5  tolerably  attentive 
to  church  f«r  awhild  ;  hue  it  wa^  not 
long  before  I  found  mysolf  rGvolting.— 
There  waa  a  relapse  of  my  atSictions  im- 
posed upon  me,  and  .returned  fe) 
an  awful  condition.  It  seemed  to  mo 
that  I  was  the  most  ^owly  and  degraded 
being  in  existence.  I  could  not  consider 
myself  worthy  of  society  or  connection 
with  any  body.  Every  body  waa  su- 
perior to  me.  It  eppea.red  to  me  that 
all  my  communications  with  that  church 
wtre  offensive  te  mo — that  thoir  pra- 
ooedinga  »nd  mode  of  worship  ^vfore  on- 
positc  and  averse  io  my  views  and  &en- 
limenta.  Then  I  weuld  commune  with 
the  church!  0,  how  it  effects  me!  Jt

phasant  to  me.  I  wax^d  wor»s  and  worsd 
in  this  perplexed  situation,  end  havo 
frequently  imagined  that  I  surely  wag 
th«  most  misirsfrblc  and  wretched  being 
in  esiBtenee.    I  was  scaloualy  endeav- 
oring to  implore  my  blessed  Lord  fctf 
deliverance.    I  tried  to  adore  Ilim,  bub 
my  works  availed  caught.    I  would  ro^ 
sort  to  the  Boripturea  tvery  opportunity,'*^ 
asd  w^«ld  read  the  con  bents  thereof^ 
with  the  idea  that  I  oduld,  perhaps, 
derive  some  comfort  frcnn        I  pro*  ' 
coeded  in  this  situation  until,  at  Ust,  • 
these  remarks  ^wcre  suggested  to  my  " 
mind:  ^^Tiiere  is  a  way  which  s^moth 
right  unto  man,  but  the  end  thereof  are 
the  ways  of  death."    This  impression 
penetrated  through  my  liieart  with  ^thet 
reSeation  that  I  wa^s  pureueing  on*  of 
thdsa  ways  myself.     This  greatly  'xm* 
pressed  upon  my  mind. 

I  travailed  on  rt\  this  state  for  awhile, 
and,  ail  last,  I  beheld  obc  night,  in  6 
dream,  (or  it  <i^peare<}  as  a  dream)  a 
large  Dprii}g  as  clear  and  pure  as  crys- 
"talj  which  was  Burrounded  by  numoroua 
smaller  ones ;  and  there  a  voice  uliered 
uato  m-8  saying,  '*  That  spring  ig  >tho 
fountain  aud  the  tree  of  life."  Near 
by  the  springs— opposite  of  them  from 
me— stood  a  magnificent,  illustrious  and 
brilliantly  appearing  raan,  and  it  was  re- 
vealed or  Toicod  unto  me  that  H©  vfa^ 
Christ  cur  blessed  Eedecmer  of  poosp, 
wretched,  transgressors  and  sinners.  I 
was  thus  iat©rrogated,  but  knew  not  by 
whom.  But  these  are  .the  questions  : 
'^Whoisthst?"  :i  replied,  'tit  is  Ghiisfc 
the  blessed  Saviour,'*  "How  do  you 
know  ?" — I  was  secondly  asked.  I  re-

After  this 
dream  I  aanonncedthat  vrithout  a  groat 
inversion  of  my  mind  I   wonld  never 
eommuno  with  tha  Free  Will  Baptists 
8.gain.    I  continued  on  in  this  condition 
antii  successive  meetings  at  this  Free 
Will  church,  and  one  S&bbsth  I  ^eut  to 
preaching  at  this  church  which  I  bdonf 
to,  and  went  in  and  oecspifd  a  eoet 
among  the  membera  (as  it  doa't  s^eiu 
right  for  me  to  -ciaim  tb«m  &s  brethren,) 
*a  I  had  formerly^done  skic«  I  had  besn 
4  member  of  that  church.    When  ser-

ligion  nor  salvation  by  their  own  per* 
formancos.  Ye&,  with  reference  to  my  ' 
ttndition  and  trarail  which  1  had  boeR 
struggling  with -for  years,  sucl^  a«  that 
imposed  upon  mo  great  eorrtrse  and 
triSu'ation.  Abou^  this  ^tim©  tbc&e 
worda  wcrs  presented  to  my  mind  ; 
**  Work  out  your  own  salvation  with 
fear  and  trimbling.*'  But  it  is  not  yoa 
that  worketh,  but  I  that  worketh  in  joa. 
Oh  !  ii^y  6oul,  what  a'blissfal  :'Jtifl  felic- 
itous feeling  these  wordSj  or  the  pree^iii 
tation  of  them  into  my  mind,  did  be- 
stow upon  ra^.  I  felt  like  tnj  'blesgod 
Lord  and  hssvenly  Father  had  wrought 
in  me,  through  Jesue  Christ  our  blessed 
Rftdeemcr^salvation,  which  poor  me  had  ' 
been  struggling  for  qo  l®ng.  I  felfe 
buoyant  and  have  been  sincerely  refioc- 
ting  «pon  this  ev€r  einc^,  and  praising 
my  Lord  n>nd  Saviour.  I  now  feel  likd 
my  heavenly  Father  hath  bcstowMd  up-* 
on  my  poor  soul  consolation  and  com- 
fort. I  feel  like  thors  is  an  armistice 
of  the  war  which  has  been  waging  be- 
tween my  carnal  body  and  my  spirit  for 
the  last  ten  yeayg  ;  yea,  blessed  ^e  the 
name  of  the  Lord.  I  f«el  like  I  hsvo 
come  o\it  vicU)riotts— that  the  powers  of 
darkness  8^.d  sin  are  Gonqucred,and  that 
ih%  conquest  of  this  great  war  is  in  my 
bohalf.
